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The Liberty League Goes Into Action 


Role of Communist Party in ‘Coming 
Presidential Election Campaign 


PRESS STATEMENT 


ISSUED BY EARL BROWDER, MAY 19 


General Secretary, Communist Parity, U.S.A. 


The Communist Party approaches 
the election campaign wit h the opin- 
ion that in the United States, as in 
Europe, there is a danger of reaction 
with a strong trend towards fascism. 
We see the center of this development 
on the largest political scale in the 
United States taking place around the 
Republican Party. We see gathering 
around the Republican Party a bloc 
of the extreme reactionary elements in 
including those of the 
Democratic Party. We consider the 
Liberty League one of the most im- 


the country, 


portant expressions of this tendency 
helping to prepare the grounds for a 
large-scale defection of voters from 
Roosevelt to the Republican candi- 
dates, while the Democratic wing of 
the Liberty League itself maintains or- 
ganizational positions within the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

The outstanding symbol of the re- 
actionary character of the combination 
around the Republican Party 1s 
Usually a Democrat, Hearst 


is this year a force in choosing the Re-

publican standard-bearers. No one can 
be in any doubt as to the character of 
Hearst as representing those forces 
moving towards fascism in America. 
Hearst is the sponsor of the outstand- 
ing Republican candidate for the pres- 
idency, Landon. We say that the main 
enemy of the people in America today 
is this Republican-Liberty League- 
Hearst combination. We place as the 
center of our work in the election cam- 
paign the need for combatting this 


bloc and defeating its plans. 


INNER-PARTY CONFLICT 


This raises the question of our esti-. 


mate of Roosevelt. In distinction from 


the Republican nomination, where re- 


gardless of who the candidate is, there 
will be political identity between the 
aims of his supporters and himself, 
there is not the same identity between 
Roosevelt and the Democratic Party. 
That is because whole sections of the 
Democratic Party, especially amongst 


the leaders, while organizationally to- 
vether with the Roosevelt admunistra- 
tion, are actually in sympathy with 
the Liberty League opposition and are 
helping the Republicans. We consider 
that more than ever before, the Demo- 
cratic Party is an artificial combination 
of conflicting interests on a_ sectional 
scale, as well as of conflicting groups 
nationally. 

It is held together by the fear that 
the breaking up of the federation in 
the Democratic Party would drop 
them out of the ruling combination that 
would take its place. The role of 
Roosevelt in this set-up is that of a 
sort of link which holds together these 
conflicting forces creating a field 
which these contradictory influences 
work out some momentary equilibrium. 
The relation of Roosevelt towards the 
Republican Party and its allies 1s one 
of attempting to maintain a center po- 
sition between them and the masses of 
people. This is the explanation of 
Roosevelt's vacillating course, attempt- 
ing to maintain contact with the masses, 
and at the same time yielding to the 
policies of the Liberty League-Repub- 
lican-Hearst combination and moving 


in his policies towards the Right. 


ROOSEVELT AND REACTION 


We consider that the relief situation 
today illustrates the role of Roosevelt, 
that his course towards the sharp re- 
duction of relief. reduction of relief 
standards, throwing of relief ‘respon- 
sibility onto the localities, typifies his 
role which is to try to stand as the rep- 
resentative of the masses while yielding 
to the reactionaries within and outside 
his own party. Our opinion ts that only 
the large-scale independent political 
organization of the workers, farmers, 
and impoverished middle classes in a 
Farmer-Labor Party gives any hope of 
defeating reaction in these elections. 

It has become clear that the Farm- 
er-Labor movement is not yet strong 
enough to have a presidential ticket in 


the field. This means that the Com- 


munist Party will name its own presi- 
dential candidate while striving by all 
means to reach an agreement with the 
Socialist Party for joint action in the 
elections and joint discussions of all 
problems up to and including the ques- 
tion of a joint ticket of the Socialist 
Party and Communist Party in the 
1936 elections. We will address a 
communication to the Convention of 
the Socialist Party and will be ready to 
confer with them if possible. (See edi- 
torial note below. )

While we have abandoned the hope
